Hurricane Snaps Many Wim 
Wires, Isolating Many 
Towns, and All Tili- 
nois Suffers,

With destructive force a hurricane visita- 
tion yesterday inflicted on Chicago and u- 
nols generally all the dangers and discom- 
forts of real winter. It was the most severe 
wind storm of the season, and at least one 
death, many injuries, and the demolition of 
much property followed in {ts wake.

In the city men and women, forced inocu 
exigencies into the streets, were in numerous 
instances carried along by the wind, blowing 
at the rate of forty-eight miles an hour, and 
hurled against buildings and pavements, sus- 
taining injuries in varying degrees of seri- 
ousness. 

On the lake the waves were of immense 
size, and it waa with difficulty that several 
steamers reached port; telegraph wires were 
torn down by the gales, traction, elevated, 
and railroad service was impaired; through- 


| out the sfate trees, fences, and portable prop- 


erties of every description were destroyed; 
in the city window panes crashed inwardly 
from the force of the wind, and transporta- 
tion other than that furnished by the street 
car and elevated car companies was prac- 
tically abandoned.

On State street, in addition to the injury

broken glass descended to the pavement. 
The injured man, who was struck by a large 
piece of glass, was taken away by a friend 
and the police were unable to learn the extent 
of his injuries. 

Three men and a woman passing at the 
time heard the glass crash and looking up- 
ward and seeing their danger ran into the 
street, thereby escaping injury. 


Blown Down; Skull Fractured. 

Mr. Mattock, in turning the corner of the 
Stratford hotel, from Michigan avenue into 
Jackson boulevard, was blown off his feet 
by the high gale of wind and suffered a 
slight fracture of the skull.

On the lake the steamer Georgia of the 
Goodrich line tied up in port at Kenosha at 
1 o clock in the morning after a terrific strug- 
gle to make the harbor. Although no one 
was injured, fears were expressed for the 
safety of the boat and when finally the har- 
bor was made the few passengers it carried 
continued their trips by rail and the crew of 
sixty-five men were set ashore until the 
storm abated. 

While the Georgia continually was being 
swept from its course by huge waves—said 
to be the biggest the sailors had seen for 
years—the crew members were compelled to 
work like Trojans to keep the steamship 
under headway. As for the passengers, they 
declared unanimously, after landing, that 
they never had experienced such a trip. 
The Georgia itself appeared like a battle- 
ship stripped for action, as every unattached 
article had been swept overboard. 


«Life Saver Calls Storm “‘the Worst.“ 


Capt. Garland, in charge of the United 


States fe saving crew stationed at the mouth 


of the Chicago river, reported that the worst 
hours of the year on the lakes were experi- 
enced late Saturday night and early in the 
morning. 

The captain cited the instance of the steam- 
boat Wisconsin of the Barry Brothers’ Trans- 
portation company’s line, which started for 
Milwaukee at 7:45 o’clock Saturday night, but 
was forced back to Chicago after six bours’ 
battling with the wind and high sea. 

Although the boat carried thirty-six pas- 
sengers, Officials of the company said the 
passengers remained calm in the face of the 
storm and leisurely left the boat when it tied 
up in the Chicago harbor, 

Officials of the Goodrich line asserted that 
although their boats had encountered high 
seas they reached their destinations without 
mishap in every instance.

Proprietor of Rooming House Tells Po- 
lice Stuff Belonged to Mrs. Lewis, 
Who Disappeared Recently.

Speaking before the men of the Third 
Presbyterian church yesterday afternoon, 
Wiliam Jennings, Bryan, declared that a 
large and well trained corps of native mis- 
sionaries, brought from the land of the 
heathen,” educated here according to Chris- 
tian doctrines and inoculated with the love for 
Christian living, and sent back to their homes 
to preach by word and example the enlighten- 
ment of Christianity, would be a far more 
potent preventive of “ dangers from with- 
out” than the whole United States navy.

The meeting was held under the auspices 
of the foreign missions committee of the 
Presbyterian brotherhood of Chicago and the 
object was to interest the men of the church 
in foreign missionary work.

Praise for Missionaries. 

After praising the work of the foreign mis- 
sionaries, many of whose stations he visited 
during his journey around the world, and de- 
claring that he thought the work at foreign 
missions wae just as important as the work 
the churches do at home, Mr. Bryan said: 

„The Christian religion is responsible more 
than any other thing for this nation's post- 
tion in the world, its progress and the great- 
ness of its future. They say our missione- 
ries abroad make mistakes which get us into 
trouble with other nations, and when some 
unfortunate mistake is made we hear learned 
discussions about the dangers of sending: out 
missionaries. 

“It is not surprising that missionaries do 
make occasional takes. We have no 
class of men in this try especially edu- 
cated in diplomacy whom we can send abroad 
as missionaries. Ie there any class of men 
who do not make mistakes? Is it to be won- 
dered at, therefore, thet miesionaries sur- 
rounded by heathens do sometimes err? 


Rebukes Men of Chicago. 

Mr. Bryan took occasion to rebuke the men 
of Chicago for their fallure to support the 
work of reformer’. The church was packed 
to the doors with men, and after looking 
over the audience he said: 

„I have been wondering how it is possible 
that there can be so much in this city that 
needs correction when I see so many Pres- 
byterian men and those of other denomina- 
tions coming out in such bad weather to show 
their interest in the heathen of foreign lands. 
I cannot help refiecting on the vast amount of 
work that is yet to be done at home, But 
the work we do abroad only strengthens us 
here, and the evidence we collect through 
our foreign missionaries serves to make our 
faith in our country stronger and increases 
our activities. 


Credit Given Christianity. 

‘‘ There is more altruism in the world today 
than ever before and Christianity is the 
cause. Go to the lands where Buddhism, 
Mohammedanism, or Confucianism reigns 
supreme and you will find that except for the 
few things they have borrowed from the 
Christians they have stood still for 2,000 
years or more. Christianity has lifted up 
nations in Europe that ten centuries ago 
were sunk in the mire of obloquy. Histery 
shows it is Christianity that has heiped to 
make the greatest nations.”

ATLANTIC LINER STORM BEATEN. 

New York, Feb. 14.—[{Special.]—Tyvo days 
delayed on the raging Atlantic and badly 
buffeted by tempests throughout its voy- 
age, the big liner Lusitania limped into New 
York harbor today. The vessel was due 
from Liverpool on Friday. Part of the time 
was lost lying to off Queenstown. 

The weather was so bad off the Irish coast 
that Capt. Turner decided to anchor outside 
and wait for daylight to go into Queenstown 
harbor. The starboard anchor was.carried 
away with a report Ike a twelve inch gun 
and the port anchor was speedily dropped. 

The start for New York was in the teeth 
of a west-northwest gale. Wednesday noon 
the wind veered to the southwest with in- 
creased force and a heavy head sea. 

At 5 p. m. the Lusitania shipped the great- 
est sea over the bows the vessel has ever 
encountered. It came towering right over 
the upper bridge, smashing a piece out of 
the solid teakwood rail amidships on the 
boat deck, wrec the teak shutters of the 
wheelhouse on the bridge, splitting the heavy 
rail on the port side of the bridge, and twist- 
ing the iron stanchions as if they had been 
made of paper. 

One of the first class passengers, A. D. 
Provante, an ex-member of parliament from 
Glasgow, was on deck when he saw the great 
wall of white topped green water coming 
over the dow. He made a dive for the com- 
panionway, which he reached safely, but 
cutting his forehead. 


‘Southwest Hit by the Storm.

It sounds like the word 
Christian sounded to the rich and powerful 
in ancient Rome. 


Boycott Is Called Necessary. 

„ as a matter of principle I don’t believe 
in the boycott. It is harsh, cruel, and unjust. 
I’ know, because I have been boycotted all 
my life. But all the respectable people be- 
eve in the boycott. It's the workingman’s 
boycott they don't believe in. If capital and 
labor were friends, there would be no need 
of a boycott. Neither would there be any 
need of labor unions, 

„In fighting for shorter hours and higher 
wages, what weapons have you? The strike 
and the boycott. That's all you have, except 
moral suasion, and that’s not much good up 
against dollars. By and by the workers 
might learn to use their ballots. | 

“Sometimes the boycott is wrongfully 
used. There have been even crooked ' labor 
leaders. And there always will be, so long 
as it is easier to be a labor leader than a 
laboring man. If you work and-earn your 
money, it ought to bea plain right that you 
may spend that money where you will and 
not buy a Buck stove. I wonder how many 
Buck stoves have been sold to workingmen 
by Judge’s Wright's decision? 

‘You might as well fill every cell in every 
jail in the country amto give up- your right 
to boycott. Even judges practice the boy- 
cott. It is human nature for all of us to 
avoid that which we do not like, 


Urges That Law Be Changed. 

„If Gompers, Mitchell, and Morrison go to 
jail, they will have the satisfaction of know- 
ing that they are not in jall for boycotting, 
but for violation of an order of court prohi 
iting them from boycotting. If Judge Wright 
can tell Gompers what he shall and shall not 
speak and write, he can tell the newspapers 
the same thing. The thing to do is to let 
Gompers and the other two men go to jail and 
then change the law.“ 

“We have no quarrels with the courts,” 
said President Perkins. We do not say all 
courts are corrupt; we say judges are human 
and liable to err. We protest against a 
judicial system which denies the right of free 
speech, free press, and trial by jury. We 
have a government by the courts, of the 
udges, and for a favored few.” 

“This question now is more than a trades 
union question,” said Mr. Post. “It is an 
American question. Whether the labor 
leaders have violated the law is irrelevant. 
Have they been given a fair trial?“

States Attorney Is Determined to Push 


Indiana Man‘‘*Touched’’ While Assist- 
. Investigation. 


ing Young Woman. 


The settlement of the strike on the new Chi- 
cago and Northwestern terminal station will 
ha ve no effect in changing the determination 
of contractors and business men to push the 
prosecution of Skinny Madden and his 
gang of business agents on charges of al- 
leged blackmail and extortion. 

In fact, the prosecution now will be pushed 
with all the more vigor. State’s Attorney 
John E. W. Wayman yesterday indicated 
that his attitude toward the prosecution of 
Skinny.“ based on the evidence contained 
in affidavits and statements in his hands, has 
not been altered by the settlement of the 
strike. Mr. Wayman is determined to push 
the investigation to the limit, with a view to 
bringing the extortion charges to the atten- 
tion of the grand jury. 

The state's attorney spent the day reading 
evidence submitted to him by contractors and 
other business men who claim to have been 
subjected to the blackmailing and extortion 
tactics of Madden and his gang. The Febru- 
ary grand jury will reconvene this morning. 
Whether the evidence against Skinny.“ M. 
J. Boyle of the electrical workers’ union, and 
other members of the labor czar's coterie of 
alleged grafters will be laid before this grand 
jury Mr. Wayman declined to say. 


Subpoenas Expected to Be Issued. 

It is regarded likely, however, that sub- 
poeenas will be issued within a few days for 
contractors to appear before the state’s at- 
torney. The special] committee appointed at 
the meeting of the contractors and employ- 
ing interests last Thursday probably will 
visit Mr. Wayman today with instructions 
from the meeting to urge him to push the 
prosecution of Madden. This committee, 
which is headed by Victor Falkenau, was in- 
structed to prepare a report and submit it 
at a meeting of the same interests set for to- 
morrow afternoon,

riman of the George A. Fuller company and 
the Northwestern railroad, it becomes unnec- 
essary for the committee to make a report on 
ways and means of obtaining a blanket in- 
junction against Skinny and the Asso- 
ciated Building Trades as a means of termi- | J 
nating the strike. 


Station Work Resumed Today. 

Most of the 600 building laborers, struc- 
tural iron workers, hoisting engineers and 
teamsters. who were forced to quit work 
three weeks ago at command of the labor 
czar, will return to work on the terminal 
station this morning; if the weather con- 
ditions are favorable.

Spanish Ruler and His Neighbor Hold 
Long Conferenee. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

LIS BON. Feb. 14.—It is. thought that the 
visit of King Alfonso of Spain to King Man- 
vel, which concluded today, has done much 
to further the proposed marriage between the 
young Portuguese ruler and Princess Bea- 
trice, daughter of the late duke of Edinburgh 
and niece of King Edward of England. 

There are two grckt reasons why the 
Spanish ruler looks with favor upon the 
match. The political one is that the mar- 
riage naturally would win the friendship of 
England toward Poftugal and thus strength- 
en the bonds between the island kingdom and 
the ‘whole of the Iberian peninsula; the 
other, a personal one, is the happiness which 
has resulted from the marriage of Alfonso 
and Princess Ena of Battenberg, another of 
the English royal family. 

The English also look with great favor on 
the union of the house of Portugal with one 
of the members of the English royalty. In 
fact, it has been a much discussed question 
as to which of the great powers would suc- 
ceed in forming a matrimonial alliance with 
Portugal ever since the boy Manuel succeed- 


‘ed to the throne following the assassination 


of hie father, King Carlos, and the crown 
prince a little over a year ago. 


Match Pleasing to English. 

The English are particularly pleased at 
having defeated the efforts of Kaiser Wil- 
helm of Germany to bring about a match 
between the young Portuguese ruler and one 
of the ‘princesses. t thought that 
the friendship of Alfonso the English has 
won them a victory over their rivals in his 
urging of the latest of international royal 
marriages. 

Not only would the/match méét with the 
approval of the entire royal family in Por- 
tugal but it is hailed with delight by the 
loyal press and the people in general. All 
see in it a consolidation of the British in- 
fluence in Portugal and Spain alike. The 
press, although it has received no official in- 
formation, regards the match as already 
made, and is printing praises of the young 
king’s decision. 

The two kings parted today at VIllavicosa, 
King Alfonso leaving for Madrid on a spe- 
clal train.

Senator John Humphrey has been intrusted 
with a bill which has been drawn at the 
instance of the Cook County Truck Gar- 
deners and Farmers’ association, and by 
which it is aimed to secure legislation which 
will prevent the shipping of diseased cattle 
into the state for dairy or breeding purposes. 
Under the plan of the proposed bill every 
head of cattle brought into the state for the 


showing from 
tuberculosis, the bill aims to put the burden 
of responsibility upon the shipper and the 
railroads. The manner in which the tuber- 
culin test is to be made is, by the provisions 
of the bill, put up to the board of live stock 
commissioners of Illinois. 

The bill provides for a fine of not less than 
$1,000 nor more than $10,000 against an 
trangportation company that is convicted 
violating the provisions of the act, while any 
individual who shall bring in any of the dis- 
eased cattle into the state on the hoof or 
across a ferry can get off with a fine of $25 
to $200, but will have to go to jail until the 
same is paid. 


Provisions of the Bill. 
The bill was drafted by Attorney P. R. 
Barnes, representing the association, and 
ing: the principal clauses are the follow- 


That the importation or bringing into the 
state of Illinois of any cattle for dairy or 
breeding purposes is hereby prohibited, ex- 
cepting when such cattle are accompanied

edge tuberculosis does not exist in the herds 
contributing to their supply. 

“For the purposes of this act the board of 
live stock commissioners shall have the au- 
thority to control and restrict the sale and 
use of tuberculin.”

If the committee on ways and means 
wishes to confer a substantial benefit on 
the wage earners of the country, espe- 
cially those who have families, it will cut 
down the burdensome duties now-collected : 
on wools and woolens. If that shall be 
done the wage earners will be able to buy 
cheaper, because more durable and com- 
fortable, clothing for themselves, their 
and children. As it is, woolen 
goods are practically beyond their reach. 
They buy articles which they are told are 
made of wool.but which are chiefly, if 
not entirely, made of cotton. They have not 


the warmth of all wool goods, and they 


do not wear so well. As a consequence, 


the clothing bill of the man of small 


wages is unreasonably large. There the 
Dingley law does him direct harm. 
When that law was being framed the 
wool manufacturers pleaded with the wool - 
growers not to insist on excessive protec- 
tion. They proposed that the duties on 
wool should not exceed the approximate A 
price of cotton, which is the great com- 
peting product. The wool growers would 
not consent to this, but demanded and 


got far more protection than they had 


any right to claim. .The manufacturers, 
finding the price of their raw material was 
to be put up on them, insisted on ample 
compensatory duties on woolens and got 
them. The consumer was left out in the 
cold. a 
The high duties on wool have not stim- 
ulated domestic production as it was pre- 
dicted. they would. The wool clip last 
year was smaller than it was fifteen years 
ago. The Rocky mountain sheep owners 
have simply been enabled to make an un- 
reasonable profit. The per capita con- 
sumption of wool is not up to what it was 


when the Dingley law was enacted. The 


wool growers of the west have had their 
innings during the last twelve years. It 
is time to give the wage earners who 
would like to wear genuine woolen goods, 


‘instead of a cotton makeshift, an op- 


portunity to do so. They would be more

A PLACE OF OPPORTUNITY. 

Only in comparfttively recent years has 
there been any clear perception of the 
possibilities in the public school system. 
The idea of public education has been 
popular enough always. It has been 
counted one of the strong elements in the 
life of the nation. But the methods have 
been about the same for years, while con- 
ditions of existence have been constant!y 
changing. The proposition to make the 
schools better adapted to these conditions 
is ene that points the way directly to op- 
portunity for the ambitious and resource: 
ful administrator. 

Supt. Maxwell of New York City made 
his tenth annual report a few days ago. 
It contained the conventional matter of 
such a document, of course. But thera 
was much more in it. Giving unqualified 
support to the recommendations of a com- 
mittee on trade schools, Dr. Maxwell suz- 
gested that skilled workmen be employed 
in such institutions, the boy being more 
likely to gain respect for hand labor if 
he has a master workman to imitate. He 


| urged the planning for codperation of 


manufacturers with the schools. Ha 
called attention to the desirability ,of pro 
vision for schooling part of the day for 
boys and girls between 14 and 16 who are 
compelled to work for a living. 

Turning to an entirely different field, he 
urged the establishment in connection. 
with the schools of a department of 
hygiene. The medical examinations by 
the department of health have not been 


| satisfactory. Out of 600,000 children in 


the schools only 210,000 were examined 
by the health representatives. Except for 
ten students, none of the pupils in high 
schools were examined at all. Notwith- 
standing the inadequacy of the service, 
the results obtained by the examinations 
were such as to show clearly the great 
need of the work. 

While there was inquiry about physical 
condition of these pupils, the discovery 
was made that many of them were suffer- 
ing from hunger. That introduced a so- 
ciological problem for solution along with 
the médical one. The results were so 
startling that Dr. Maxwell counts it a 
disgrace to the civilization of the largest 
and richest city in the land. No fewer 
than 17,000 out of the comparatively 

number of pupils examined were 
found to be suffering from poor food or 
from the lack of it. How to remedy such 
a defective condition of affairs without 
intrusion upon the home is by no meaus 
an easy matter to determine. 

To govern a great body of teachers and 
an army of pupils is a large work in it- 
belt. To plan for increase of facilities, 
for the widening and development of in-

A WELL CONSIDERED REFORM. 

The administration bill drawn by the 
state board of ‘charities deserves the fa- 
vorable consideration of the state lexisla- 
ture. It is the result of thorough inves- 
tigation by the best equipped charities 
board the state has ever had. It is 
founded on the experience of other states 
and updn conditions definitely ascertained 
in our own state. 

The crying need of our «charitable, 
penal, and ‘correctional institutions bas 
been and is centralization and simplifica- 
tion of organization, the divorce of man- 
agerial and critical functions, the expul- 
sion of politics. The new bill deals with 
ail these. It provides for a central paid | 
beard of three men which shall be the 
expert, responsible organ of general ad- 
ministration, and for a central nonsala- 
ried board of seven persons which shall 
be the general organ of eritieism, inspec- 
tion, visitation, and investigation. It pro- 
vides also for a single high salaried ex- 
pert who shall be the responsible central 
fiscal officer. : 

A great saving will be the result of this 
application of business principles to the 
present haphazard ofganizatiog, while the 
efficiency of the various institutions 
from the standpoint of their proper hu- 
manitarian amd social ends will be greatly 
advanced. 

There may be opposition to this meas- 
ure where it infringes upon political per- 
quisites. This opposition will be ex- 
pressed most effectively in the form of 
amendments. But it should be aggres- 
sively met by the friends of this sweeping 
reform, who will be supported by the en- 
lightened public opinion of the state. 

Our state charitable and correctional 
institutions have been the subject of po- 
litical spoils. They frequently have been 
a scandal when they should have been 
an honor. Illinois is @ great state. Ita 
institutions should be in the forefront. 
The new administration bill is necessary 
to place them there.

During the war of 1870 he managed by per-

the empress lasted until the time of t 
Baring smash. When the empire was over- 
thrown, and more especially after the death 
of M. Rouher,;, Empress Eugenie confided all 
her extensive real estate holdings and prop- 
erty in France to the duc and duchesse de 
Mouchy. They became terribly entangled in 
the Baring crash. Not only did the em- 
press experience the utmost difficulty in ex- 
tricating her own affairs from the disaster, 
but was likewise compelled, in addition to 
her own losses, to furnish a large sum to 
the De Mouchys in order, to enable them to 
meet their most pressing engagements and 
to protect them from absolute ruin. 

As it was, they were compelled to submit 
to all sorts of sacrifices, including the sur- 
render to Mrs. Ayer, one ot the best known 
American residents in Paris, of their beauti- 
ful town mansion, which had been a favorite 
rendezvous of the great world of France, the 
scene of so many brilliant entertainments 
since their marriage, and where Empress 
Eugene was always accustomed to stay 
when she visited the French metropolis after 
the loss of her husband and son.

The empress was exceedingly angry with 
the Mouchys after this Baring smash, held 
that they had grossly mismanaged her at- 
fairs, and for several years the estrange- 
ment was so bitter that the empress would 
hold no communication with the duke and 
duchess when she came te France.

The dukedom of Mouchy is, strictly speak 
ing, a Spanish one, and was first created in 
favor of the younger of the two sons of that 
duc de Noailles who married Francoise 
d’Aubigny, niece and heiress of Mme. de 
Maintenen. the morganatic wife of Louis 
XIV. of France. The elder of the two sons 
of this particular duc de Noallles inherited 
Mme. de Maintenon's famous castle bearing 
her name in the department of the Eure- 
et-Lotre, and was known as the marechal de 
Noailles, whereas the younger son, Philippe, 
was known as the marechal de Mouchy, and 
became by his marriage to Louise d' Arpajon, 
granddaughter and heirese of the last Span- 
ish duke of Arpa jon, a grandee of thé first 
class in Spain and duke of Arpajon. That 
title was subsequently transformed by the 
king of Spain into a Spanish dukedom of 
Mouchy—Mouchy being the name of the fine 
old castle which the marechal de Noailles 
owned in France in the Oise about an hour’s 
distance from Paris. This duc de Mouchy 
subsequently inherited from his aunt, the 
duchesse de Richelieu, herself the niece of 
the great cardinal, the title of prince de 
Polx. 1 
Im 1814, on the overthrow of the Napoleonic 
empire and the restoration of the Bourbons, 
the then duc de Mouchy and prince de Poix 
was created a peer of ce, and while in 
1815 his Spanish dukedom of Mouchy re- 
ceived official cognizance and acceptance on 
the part of the French crown, he received in 
1817 in addition thereto the French dukedom 
of Poix from Louis XVIII. 

Thenew duc de Mouchy, who is also prince- 
auc de Poix and duke of Arpajon, as well 
as a grandee of the first class of Spain, has 
a brother of 18 and à sister of 11 bearing the 
Christian name of Philippine. Until now all 
three children have made their home with 
their widowed mother in Paris. The mother 
bears the name of princesse de Poix.
